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The Carey well, iii the Decatur field, seven miles .southwest of town, 
continues to flow to strong volume of gas thru something like twelve 
hundred feet of cavings. 
This flow has continued for almost three weeks, 
and oil men from all sections of the country have been attracted to the well, 
and it is the opinion of all that this well will open one of the most prc- 
ductive fields iii tile state. 
Since the Carey blew itself in a gasser, May 
14th, the owners of tile property and the drilling contractor, Mr. Flickinger, 
have had some trouble iii reaching an agreement concerning bringing in 
the well. 
This matter has been adjusted to the satisfaction of all parties, 
en agreement having been reached Wednesday morning iii tile offices 
of McMurray & Gelt,vs, attorneys for the proprietors or the Carey, and 
work on tile hole will be resumed this morning, with Mr. Flickinger, one 
of the hest and most successful drillers in the state, iii charge of ojiera- 
tions. 
New cable arrived last night, and the new six-inch casing is on 
the ground. 
Hundreds of people have visited the Carey since It "arrived," aud 
leases in the vicinity are exchanging hands hourly. 
The lots in Green 
City, directly opposite the well on the west, have been sold by Messrs, 
Rankin and Rector, promoters of the new town, and it Is rumored that 
other lots will be cheeked and put on the market. Oklahoma and Colorado 
oil men, and representatives from operating companies in Mexia, Breck- 
enriilge and Electra are in the field watching the well. 
Armngements are being perfected to close a drilling contract for 
another well in the vicinity of the Keystone well, southeast of town. 
Work 
on Keystone No. I is at a standstill, but, states a report, when tile contract 
for another well is closed and work stalled, operations will be resumed 
oil the old well. 
Messrs. John Scott and S. M. Gose, who recently ‘‘cleaned up" in 
Archer county oil, and who own valuable acreage in this and other counties, 
have been here this week liKiking after their holdings in the vicinity of 
the Carey and the Keystone. 
One rumor says these gentlemen are really 
to ‘‘cm ck down" with a drilling contract when an opportunity presents 
itself. 
Hotels and boarding houses iii Decatur have been receiving good pat­ 
ronage from visiting oil men, and when the Carey force begins cleaning 
out the hole, it is predicted that Decatur will take on Hie asjieets of an 
oil boom town.

The well blew in Sunday, May 14 
with an intense eas pressure, and af­ 
ter bridging, gauged 2,97 7,000 feet. 
The gas continues to flow by heads 
and according to the majority of re­ 
ports, is wet. 
Chemical analysis of 
the sand here indicates that it is oil 
bearing. 
The gas was encountered 
at a depth of 3,975 feet, the sand be­ 
ing penetrated but three feet, it is 
reported.

After cleaning out 
the bridge about 1,200 feet of open 
hole must be cased. 
It is considered likely that further 
work 
will increase the gas flow, 
which has prospects of turning into 
oil. 
It is conceded, whether oil is in 
paying quantities or not, that the new 
gas well is likely to open up a good 
gas area w'hich may add to the supply 
of north Texas cities, the main line of 
the Lone Star Gas Company being 
within a mile of the well. 
The wreli

forty miles northwest of Fort 
Worth. 
Expert geological opinion declares 
that the Roanoke well is producing 
from the Lower Bend stratum wrhich 
is usualy oil bearing and is the for­ 
mation from which the Eastland, Co­ 
manche and deep Stephens w’ells are 
productive. 
Since the striking of the sand, leas­ 
ing activity in Wise county has been 
active, as high as $20 per acre being 
paid in one instance a mile from the 
well. 
A large tract In the vicinity of 
of the w'ell has ben acquired by the 
Texas Company, it is announced. Oth­ 
er companies holding acreage near 
the operation are the Gulf, Sun and 
Invincible companies. 
Five other test wrells are being 
made in various parts of the county, 
the most important of which is that 
of the Keystone Petroleum Company 
seven miles southeast of Decatur, 
which is now at a depth of 3260 feet. 
This well is reported to have a good 
oil showing at near 4,000 feet, but 
has had to sidetrack on account of 
collapsed casing. 
The Bock-Wilmoth Company ha* 
resumed operation on a test five 
miles north of the gasser in an effort 
to reach the sand found in the Carey 
operation. 
Seven locations have ben made for 
tests in Wise count}. The Tom Dees 
interests of Dallas are preparing to 
drill two miles east of Rhome.

G. C. Schoonmaker, of Fort Worth, 
has just returned from the Whatley 
well about three miles east of Bridge­ 
port in Wise county, and was en­ 
thusiastic over the prospects in that 
section. 
Schoonmaker is an oil man and ge­ 
ologist of some prominence, and ha3 
been identified iwth the United States 
Federal Receiver, appointed by the 
U. S. Supreme court, in the Red River 
Valley land dispute between Texas 
and Oklahoma. 
Schoonmaker reports that the well 
was gassing very heavily at the time

From Texas Oil World 
Texas has another great wildcat 
well clamoring at the gates of pro­ 
duction. 
The Whatley No. I of the Vir-Tex 
Oil Corporation in Wise county, seven 
miles west of Decatur and forty miles 
from Fort Worth, continues to make 
huge quantities of gas and is show­ 
ing indications of ci ade oil. The gas, 
roaring up thru 1,000 feet of mud 
and water, is heavy with gasoline 
and the well has every indication of 
making an oil well at 3,980 feet. 
It is located in the area of Penn­ 
sylvanian exposures due northeast 
of the recent Dalton discovery in 
Palo Pinto county and if successful 
will open up a vast area for develop­ 
ment and will become by many miles 
the nearest producer to the city of 
Fort Worth. 
The well was located by A. JI. 
Woodfin, well-known Fort Worth ge­ 
ologist, and started drilling two years 
ago by the Carey Petroleum Corpora­ 
tion, since reorganized into the Vir- 
Tex Corporation. 
Thru a trying siege 
of two years of drilling troubles, in­ 
cluding one fishing job of a year s 
duration, five Virginians of sporting 
blood and unquencnable faith, have 
poured out their money until at the 
present time they have spent close to 
$200,000 on the hole. 
Right now C. M. Flickenger, field 
superintendent et the company is 
fighting and winning the battle of 
lowering close to 4 OOO feet of heavy 
6 5-8ths casing, while he is struggling 
with the continued heavy gas pres­ 
sure of the hole. 
The entire string 
will weigh 96,000 pounds and the 
derrick has ben strengthened before 
the job was started. 
It is probably 
the longest string of this casing in 
Texas. 
C. B. Cole, president of the Vir- 
Tex Company, J. R. Nichols, vice­ 
president, S. D. Ferguson, E. M. 
Fenkhouser and James R. Terry, all 
of Roanoke, Virginia, are the men 
who have backed this stupendous 
wildcat project from the start. 
T. J 
McMurray of Decatur, also. of the 
tribe of unfaltering faith, is attorney 
for the company. 
A year and a half of trouble with 
the hole and the men in charge of it 
were terminated a few months ago 
when J. R. Nichols came west to take 
charge of the operations. 
He knew 
nothing about the oil business, but 
determined to see the thing thru to 
the finish. 
The first thing he did was to secure 
competent supervision. 
C. M‘ Flick­ 
enger was put in charge of the well 
and since that time things nave gone 
ahead with efficiency ana^ dispatch. 
Ten days ago the well 
gas and then more 


has several hundred feet of oil stan d ­ 
ing in a junked holt.. The Carey Cor­ 
poration wpjl has been drilling for 
appropriately f r o years and a huge 
sum has been spent on it, one of the 
fishing jobs encountered having con­ 
sumed a little o \cr a year in time. 
The Virginians who furnished the 
money for the job determined to see 
it thru no matter what the cost, and 
it looks now as if they were about 
to make a great discovery. 
The gas 
of the well is carrying considerable 
gasoline and it would not be surpris­ 
ing any day to learn that another 
great Texas wildcat has been opened 
up in another wonder field.
